Finally the 
flood tide came and with it the, 
Holy Ghost took possession of 
all that were present to hear)

When I used to be in Hvangei-, 
istic work I spent nearly all my 
time between services in prayer 
I scarcely saw any body. Ani 
my one prayer was that the 
Lord would give me messages 
of edification and comfort to the 
extent that"my hearers Wwvuld 
be lifted up in the presence cf 
God and receive the Holy Ghost 
while I was preaching. I suppose 

I could say that hundreds of my 
sermons were never finished. 
The reason of this was that the 
people were lifted up so close to 
God that they could not hold 
down any longer. They wouls 
often rush for the altar, . an. 
sometimes fall under the power 
while the preacher was in the 
midst of a sentence, and some 
would be filled with the Holy 
Ghost and commence talking 
in tongues, and often the whole 
congregation would fall upou 
their faces because they | were 
overflowed with the love of God.

It seems unnecessary to even 
mention the meaning of ihe 
word “Comfort,” since it i 
such a commonplace word. But 
in order to give it more empha- 
sis | will detine it briefly. Con - 
fort——“‘to consoie; strengthen; 
encouragement.” There it is in 
a nutsheil. 1 might add, “To m- 
fuse spirit into one, animate, 
cheer.” 


The definitions make the two 
words appear alike. Then to use 
the two words together as Pa.i! 
does it makes the subject «f 
double force. It has the appear- 
ance of climbing or building 
similar to Paul’s description 
God’s ability to do things when 
he says, “He is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above ail 
that we ask or, think.” (Eph. 
3:20) Paul’s expression is Edifi- 
cation and Comfort. And he 
wants the Church to receive 
both. 


Ever since I commenced to 
deliver this message I hav> 
tried to think of a word whicb 
would describe the opposite of 
edification.and comfort. At last 
I have it, and here it, is—dispirit. 
This word means to depress the 
spirits, to dishearten , to render 
cheerless. And this explanation

Tens of thousands are in 
constant converse, with what 
they suppose are their departed 
friends, for instance a wife, a 
son slain at war, a husband, a 
fond mother’s little tot return- 
ed in the spirit to comfort 
mother in her loneliness. Is_ it 
so? David said about his little 
child that had died, “I shall go 
to him, but he shall not return 
to me.” 2 Sam, 12:23. David well 
knew that the child couldn’t 
return to him, to even comfcrt 
him in his loneliness. 


Job said, “When a few years 
are come, then I shall go the 
way whence I shall not return.”
